CHAPTER 64.

AN ACT to amend chapter 134 of the general laws of 1858, entitled
‘“An Act concerning testimony.’’

The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows :

SecTIoN 1. Inall actions wherein any corporation shall
be a party, the adverse party may be examined as a wit-
ness 1n his or her own behalf upon the trial of the same,
by giving such notice as is required by section three of
the chapter to which this act is amendatory, and in all
actions upon obligations or evidences of debt of any kind
whatsoever, executed to any corporation or company, the
person birl whom the same was executed, may be a wit-
ness in his own behalf, upon giving notice as aforesaid
whether such action be in the name of such corporation
or company, or in the name of the assignee thereof.

Seo. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage.

CHAPTER 65.

AN ACT to fix the time for holding circuit courts in Waukeshs county.

The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows:

SectioN 1. The circuit courts in the county of Wau-
kesha shall be held on the fourth Monday of March, and
the first Monday in December, in each year; and a law
term for the transaction of all business that may be
transacted without a jury, on the second Monday in J}l,me.

Sec. 2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed.
